That “patriotism must be placed 
ahead of profits” was the keynote of 
the meeting of the Southern Wholesale 
Grocers’ association at the Piedmont 
Friday afternoon and night. 

A. B. Small, wholesaler from Ma- 
oon, Ga., put it in this way: 

“The government has asked us to 
make only a reasonable profit on 
twenty food commodities. In the case 
of flour and sugar our maximum profit 
has been stipulated by the government. 
It is up to us not to make an unrea- 
sonable profit on any of the other 
| eighteen commodities.” 

The Soldier’s Question. 

A large sign with these words hung 
over Chairman C. H. Kelley’s and Pres- 
ident J. H. McLaurin’s heads: 

“The Soldier’s Question— 

“We have given our lives; 

“What will you give?’ 

The féderal law licensing wholesale

“The chief object of the regulations, 
said a food administration announce- 
ment today, ‘‘are to protect the pro- 
ducers by controlling the various fac- 
tors who handle the cotton seed on its 
way to the consumers and to insure 
that no step in the process does anyone 
receive more than a reasonable profit. 
The food administratiogg@pes to im- 
press upon the milligo engaged in 
producing, ng and manufactur- 
ing cotton seed products that it is their 
patriotic duty to place their goods on 
the market as rapidly as is needed, 
and to eliminate wasteful methods 
which reduce the amounts available for 
consumption.” 

The rules will provide that a licensee 
acting as a merchant or seed buyer 
shall not keep on hand for a period 
longer than sixty days any quantity of 
cotton seed exceeding twenty tons. A 
crusher will not be permitted to have 
on hand or under contract any greater 
quantity of cotton seed than is equal «

Profits will be determined not by 
the market or by replacement value 
at the time of sale but on a basis of 
a reasonable advance over the cost and 
the expense of doing business. Thus 
nothing would be gained by holding 
the products for higher prices after 
it left the producer. 

“The food administrator is hopeful,” 
said the announcement, “of receiving 
the co-operation of those engaged in 
handling cotton seed in enforcing its 
regulations pied er apg such wasteful 
methods as mixing dirt and trash in 
the seed, as storing the seed in such 
places that it may become damaged by 
water or otherwise, as storing in such 
volume that it may result in heating/or 
soiling, and as selling the seed for 
cattle feed or for fertilizer, thereby 
losing the oil as human food. 

“It is to the best interest of the 
country-at-large that the seed should 
be crushed as rapidly as the manufac- 
turing capacity of the business can 
take care of it, and that the oil may be 
shipped promptly to the refiners before 
it has had time to deteriorate. 

“Although the licensing became oper- 
ative November 1, those who have made 
sack ene for licenses but who have 
not yet received the actual documents, 
will be permitted to continue business 
provided they do not violate the food

the. Nacoochee institute produced a 
splendid impression on the delegates. 
The following resolution s adopted: 

“The synod’s executive committee of edu- 
cation has had the affairs of the institute 
under careful and thorough consideration for 
the past twelve months with a view to de- 
termine the most effective and economical 
method of administrations The committee 
has had the advantage of an 
examination of the business methods of the 
institution as prepared by an expert ac- 
countant of Knoxville, Tenn. 

“The teachers and pupils, together with 
their devoted leader, Rev. J, K. Coil, con- 
stitute a happy household of diligent work- 
ers along lines of spiritual culture, intel- 
lectual development and spiritual growth. 

“The synod avails itself of this excep- 
tional opportunity to observe the facts re- 
lating to this splendid institution to: 

“1, Place the seal of its complete and 
hearty approval upon the institution as thor- 
oughly hristan in spirit and life and as 
a wholesome home for any children who 
may find shelter there. 

“2. The business management, now under 
the supervision of a strong board of direc-

INTOLERABLE MAIL DELAY. 


When from one to two days’ time is con- 
gumed from the hour of a letter’s arrival at 
the Terminal station until it is delivered to 
the Atlanta addressee, or from the hour of 
a letter’s delivery by the postoffice to the 
Terminal station until it is placed aboard 
train bound for its destination, it is a sign 
that something is radically and insufferably 
wrong with the mail service, somewhere, 
and it is high time that a remedy of some 
sort were applied. 

The Constitution has presented the situ- 
ation as regards transmission of the mails 
in Atlanta. It has shown by statements of 
local business men whose veracity is above 
question, and by officials of the mail de- 
partment of the Atlanta Joint Terminals 
company, that mail has been delayed for 
days within a recent period. 

’ That is to say, incoming and outgoing 


“mail, after its delivery at the Terminal sta- 


tion, layg there for a day or more before 
being sent to the Atlanta postoffice for dis- 
tribution and delivery to addressee, or 
placed aboard train, as the case might be. 

There has been no evidence to show that 
the Atlanta postoffice is in any degree at 
fault. 

But there is something wrong some- 
where. 

A. condition exists that is preposterous 
' and intolerable, whatever the reason for it 
may be, and po excuse that may be offered 
will justify it. 

The public submits without a murmur 
or a qualm to the 3-cent postage rate which 
_hhas been invoked as a war expedient, and 
it will just as freely and willingly meet any 
other form of tax increase that the govern- 
ment might impose to meet the situation 
brought about by the war. But the public 
does insist, as it has a right to insist, upon 
service—service at least in a measure com- 
mensurate with what it pays for. 

When it receives its mail one, two, three 
days late, that is not service; and the public 
cannot be expected to acquiesce in nor tol- 
erate it. 

And the public looks, as it has a right 
to look, to the postoffice department to 
ascertain the cause of this delay; and if a 
remedy is not speedily applied the chamber 
of commerce should take the matter in hand 
-and insist on better service. cs

BALM FOR THE BEAST. 


Experts who have given time to the com- 
piling of statistics covering the various 
; phases of the war report that during the 
last two years the casualties among horses 
and mules on the battlefields of France and 
Belgium have averaged approximately 
47,000 a month. Which means that approxi- 
mately that many horses and mules have 
died on the western front each month, be- 
cause the facilities provided for the treat- 
ment and care of injured or invalid animals 
are said to be so inadequate that compara- 
tiyely few which are jnjured survive, 

It is said, furthermore, that the suffering 
among the dumb brutes .that are drawn into 
the maelstrom of the war is unspeakably 
horrible; and that is not to be wondered at, 
because, with the physical relief agencies 
constantly so preoccupied with ministering 
to suffering men there is little time to de- 
vote to assuaging the pain of the four-footed 
victims of war. 

The American Humane association has, 
however, inaugurated a movement designed 
to functionate toward the lower animals in 
war in much the same manner as does the 
Red Cross toward mankind. It is called the 
‘Red Star; and those promoting it are just 
now engaged in collecting funds by popular 
_gubscriptions to be used in establishing and 
maintaining animal hospitals in the war 
gone, in which horses and mulés worn out 
_or injured in war service may be humanely 


ee The Red Star has received the unquali- 
- fied indorsement and support of many of 


tary of War Baker. The last-named, stress- 


ing the importance. of the orginization from 
the economical as well as the humane stand- 
point, said of it: , 

The function of the American Red 
Cross is to assist the government in.car- 
ing for the sick and wounded in its 
armies. The American Humane associa- 
tion could very well function in a similar 
manner in assisting the government in 
caring for the sick and wounded ani- 
mals in its armies. Such assistance would 
be v gratefully received by the war 
department. 

It ig believed that plans similar in 
tenor te those of the Red Cross could be 
very advantageously adopted by your 
society for rendering organized aid to 
injured animals in time of war. If your 
society will undertake this work, the 
war department will be very glad to co- 
-operate with you. 

The terrible suffering that the merciless 
war has brought to the lower animals forced 
into it, and the enormity of the loss in money 
and livestock equipment to the allies that 
it entails, and which in large measure is 
preventable, is pointed out by Miss G. Ken- 
dall, a humane worker of New York, in a 
communication appearing in another column 
of this page. 

The underlying purpose of Miss Ken- 
dall’s letter is to invite the public to con- 
tribute money and effort to be applied to 
the amelioration of existing conditions in 
the battle zone as they relate to the misery 
and loss of beasts engaged in war. 

It is an appeal of mercy, combined with 
economic wisdom; and it merits thoughtful 
consideration and generous response. 


A PROGRESSIVE PRECEDENT. 


In contracting for electric current to 


supplant steam power with which to run its 
water department pumps, the city of Deca- 
tur has taken a progressive step and set a 
commendable precedent for other Georgia 
cities to follow. a 

As an emergency expedient, the coal sit- 
uation. being as it is, it is the duty of every 
community to curtail its consumption of 
fuel as much as possible, and wherever it 
may to employ a substitute in order that as 
much coal as possible may be diverted to 
channels for domestic uses for which a sub- 
stitute is not practicable. 

That hydro-electric current is not only 
a more efficient source of power, but vastly 
cheaper than coal—especially in the Pied- 
mont section of the southeast—has long 
been known; and the backwardness of 
municipalities and industrial establishments 
in substituting it for steam power is a thing 
to be regretted. 

Before deciding upon the change that 
has just been provided for, and which will 
be put into effect by February 1, the city of 
Decatur made a thorough official investiga- 
tion, the result of which is summed up in 
the following statement by Lovelace Eve, a 
member of the Decatur councfl] and chair- 
man of the special committee which’ recom- 
mended the substitution of electricity for 
steam at, the Decatur pumping station: 


“The deal we have made means a 
splendid saving for Decatur. The cost of 
coal is so high that something had to 
be done. We are now paying $6 and 
more for the same coal we purchased 
in 1916 for $2.45. And there is doubt in 
the minds of many whether we can get 
coal during the winter at any price. Fig- 
uring coal at $4 per ton, the town will 
save enough in two years to pay for the 
new machinery (two triplex pumps adapt- 
able to electric power, and other ma- 
chinery, costing, all told, about $5,000), 
and at the same time have a secondary 
pumping system. 

“By the use of electrical energy we 
save from 60 to 70 tons of coal for some- 
one who otherwise would be without coal 
next year.” 


If Decatur can save money, and at the 
same time give better service to its people, 
and add to their happiness and prosperity 
by discarding coal for electricity for the 
production of power, other cities can do the 
same thing. 

And in so doing they would be encourag- 
ing the development of one of Georgia’s 
most valuable yet sadly neglected re 
sources: The latent electric energy in its 
water courses.

American Flyers for France 


BY PAUL AYRES ROCKWELL, 
Formerly of The Constitution’s Repor- 
torial Staff. 


Paris.—*“The military medal is conferred 
upon Corporal James Hal, of the Lafayette 
escadrille: 

“An American citizen, invalided out of 
service after having been a machine gunner 
in the British army, he re-enlisted as a pilot 
aviator with the Lafayette escadrille. From 
the moment of his arrival at the front he 
showed a splendid courage and the purest 
spirit of sacrifice. June 26, 1917, he at- 
tacked alone seven enemy aeroplanes, to 
the astonished admiration of the troops who 
watched from the ground the combat. Grave- 
ly wounded during the struggle, he succeed- 
ed in bringing his machine back into our 
lines. He lost consciousness while saying: 
‘My only regret is that I was not a more 
experienced flyer, so that I could have de- 


‘stroyed several of them.’ 


“The present nomination carries with it 


, the war cross with palm.” 


This citation in the order of the French 
army was awarded Corporal James Norman 
Hall, of Colfax, Iowa, following the most 
remarkable experience in the history of the 
American escadrille, one which indeed is 
unique in the annals of the French aerial 
corps. 

Corporal Hall, who had been at the front 
as a flyer but a few days, was ordered to 
make a late afternoon sortie over the lines 
near Soissons, with Lieutenants Thaw, Luf- 
bery and other experienced airmen... Hall 
was the last man to leave the aviation field, 
however, and arrived over the trenches alone. 
He scouted up and down the lines for a few 
minutes, enjoying the novelty of the scene, 
and keeping an eye open for enemy planes. 
Some four thousand metres below him a 


heavy bombardment, preparatory to a night 
attack, was going on. Small white clouds 
continually appearing around him indicated 
that he had attracted the attention of the 
boche anti-aircraft gunners, but that did not 
interest Hall; he was hunting a German 
aeroplane. 


Attacked by Six. 


He had gotten quite a way back -into 
enemy territory, when he saw, about five 
hundred metres below him, a biplane enemy 
observation machine. Also he saw, flying 
at the same altitude as himself, a group of 
six boche “aeroplanes de chasse.” Hall spent 
about three seconds deciding what todo, then 
ne dived straight down and attacked the bi- 
plane. 

Immediately the six fighting planes came 
down after the daring American, and at the 
same instant he began firing at the observa- 
tion machine, they started circling around 
him and shooting him up. Hall realized that 
he» was in a most dangerous predicament, 
and maneuvered to fight his way out. A 
bullet cut his forehead, and as he did a “re- 
versement,” another passed between his legs, 
grazing the thigh. hen a bullet struck him 
under the left shoulder blade, and passed 
cleanly through his chest, barely missing 
the heart. 

Hall lost consciousness, and began falling. 
The fight had occurred two kilometres 
within the German lines, and thousands of 
French poilus who were anxiously watching 
from their trenches, were sure that the Nieu- 
— was going to smash up in boche ter- 
ritory. 

But although Hall had fainted, his sub- 
conscious will made him keep be oe hold on 
the controls of his aeroplane, which gradu- 
ally straightened out and volplaned toward 
the French trenches, The machine got about 


, four hundred metres behind the friendly first 


line, when Hall regained consciousness for 
an instant. Not knowing where he was, he 
cut off his motor, turned round his machine, 
which, to the astonished agony of the watch- 
ing Frenchmen, turned again in the direc- 
tion of the enemy. Then Hall fainted for 
the second time. 

The next thing the American aviator 
knew he was being pulled from the wreck- 
age of his machine by the poilus. His aero- 


plane had landed within one hundred and) 


fifty yards of the German lines. By rare 
good fortune, the body of. the machine had 
fallen squarely in a FrefiCh communication 
trench and the wings catching on the sides 
of the trench had so broken the fall that 
Hall was not even scratched. The first 
French soldier to come to Hall’s aid was 
named Rochambeau, and was a descendant 
of the Rochambeau who came to the aid of 
the thirteen colonies in their war for in- 
dependence. 

The wounded aviator was hurried to a 
field hospital a few miles away. Three days 
later Captain Thenault, the French com- 
mander of the American flyers, went to the 
hospital and pinned the military medal and 
the war cross on Hall’s breast. The latter 
received his merited decorations with char- 
acteristic modesty, — “I thank you 
for this great honor captain, but I have done 
nothing to deserve it” 

Later Hall was moved to the American 
ambulance at .Neuilly, and within three 
weeks from the day he was wounded, was 
walking about in Paris, looking not at all 
like a man who had so recently se death 
in the face. When he was wounded, reports 
were cabled to America that he had been 
killed, and now Hall gets much amusement 
from reading the obituary notices friends 
clip from newspapers and send him. 

Corporal James Norman Hall was in Eng- 
land on a pleasure trip in August, 1914. He 
at once enlisted in an English regiment, and 
went to the front as machine gunner. He 
spent fifteen months in the trenches 
northern France, then was invalided from 
the service and returned home. He wrote a 
successful book about his experiences as 
a “Tommy,” called ‘‘Kitchener’s Mob.” 

He came to Paris in August, 1916, and 
shortly after enlisted to fly for France. Last 
mid-June he joined the Lafayette group on 
the Aisne front. On his first flight over the 
lines he attacked a German machine, and, 
carried away by the ardor of the combat, 
almost collidéd with his adversary. The boche 
pilot was so frightened by the impetuous 
onslaught that he did not attempt to fire 
at Hall, but turned his machine nose-down- 
ward and dived straight to the ground. It 
was on his second sortie that Hall was 
wounded. 

Two Other Incidents. 


To this chronicle I must add two other 
stories of extraordinary happenings to 
American aviators in the service of France. 

The comrades of Sergeant-Pilot Andrew 
Courtney Campbell, Jr., of Chicago, I1L, con- 
sider him the luckiest man in the world to 
be alive today. The mores of July 7 last 
Campbell took up a Nieuport for a trial flight. 
He was flying over the aviation field at an 
altitude of some fifteen hundred metres, and 
piqued down to fire at a target on the ground, 
when his left lower wing broke loose. 

Campbell righted his machine, and cut 
motor. The broken wing was still 
attached to the aeroplane by a couple of 
cables, and was flopping around in a most 
alarming manner. The machine was in 
imminent danger of being slashed to pieces. 
Campbell realized this, and immediately 
piqued again very steeply,strusting that the 
pregsure would break the usgless wing en- 

This was just exattly what hap- 
wing broke away and fluttered 
By keeping his “gauchisse- 
ment” over to one side, Campbell was then 
able to maintain -the balance of his aero- 
plane, and by cool piloting he managed to 
get down safely and make a good landing 
on the field. If he had tried to turn his 
machine in the silghest degree it would have 
fallen and crashed to earth. Campbell was 
given a citation for his presence of mind 
and sangfroid and was decorated with the 
war cross. 

Student-Pilot Laurence Scanlan, of Cedar- 
hurst, N. Y., is another American volunteer 
who seems to bear a charmed life. He en- 
listed in the foreign legion in 1914, and on 
June 16, 1915, was shot through the thigh 
at Givenchy. He lay without food or drink 
for fifty-six hours on the battlefield, before 
he was picked up by stretcher-bearers. In- 
valided out of the legion after ninetcen 
months in hospital, with a pension and one 
leg two inches shorter than the other, he

EMINENT SPECIALIST. 

It is quite plain that the majority of 
people are too credulous for their own wel- 
fare.. From letters coming to this depart- 
ment it is evident that much misunderstand- 
ing prevails regarding certain vital matters 
of health and economy. Although health is 
said to be wealth, you can’t buy it at any 
price; it must be acquired by study. But it 
is remarkable how lightly, how eagerly 
people will risk their health, such as they 


have, upon the wildest kind of experiments. 

The notion prevails that a specialist 1s 

an exceptionally well educated and skill®ul 
hysician. For instance, the average human 
being imagines that a surgeon is more highly 
educated and more competent than a physi- 
cian. Both fancies are wrong. The prelim- 
inary training and the college course of all 
three is identical. The surgeon and the spe- 
cialist must follow the same lines of instruc- 
tion and pass the same examination for the 
degree, Doctor of Medicine, as the physician 
who enters upon general practice. Hence 
the man who cuts out your appendix or pro- 
nounces what is wrong with your brain is 
just as well educated as your family physi- 
cian, no better. ; 

It is true that many specialists take post- 
graduate study of weeks, months or years, to 
better equip themselves for work. And they 
do this voluntarily, since it is not a legal 
requirement anywhere in North America. 
But so do many ordinary physicians, and for 
the same reason—they are eager to give the 
very best service to their patients. 

Daily we read@ the stories of unhappy in- 
valids who are sadder if not wiser. They 
have been too wise. They have learned more 
in a few weeks or months of illness than the 
family doctor could possibly know about 
their ailments. Hence they have inconti- 
nently, thrust him aside and picked their own 
. ecialists. A dangerous pastime and a ter- 
ribly expensive one, when the value of health 
and the risk of procrastination is considered. 

The great trouble with eminent special- 
ists is that they view the world through 
glasses of their own favorite color. A nerve 
specialist sees everything blue; a gastro- 
enterologist sees everything yellow; a sur- 
geon too often sees red. And so on through 
the spectrum. Now, a well trained, studious 
family doctor stands off far enough to con- 
dense the rays, and he sees white. Let your 
family doctor choose your specialist if you 
need one.

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Red Star Seeks Funds to i! 
. Ameliorate Suffering of 
Dumb Brutes Hart in War 


Editor Constitution: How urgently funds 
are needed to car on the work of the Red 
Star, founded for the care of our war horses, 
is shown by the report of a visitor to a 
veterinary receiving station (in a weatern 
state) where “there are between six and sev- 
en thousand horses and mules, with car 
loads coming in every day—hospitals full of 
patients suffering with foot troubles of every 
kind,” etc, “Fifty horses condemned that 
morning—losses very heavy and to a very 
large degree preventable—inspector in charge 
complaining bitterly at the lack of equip- 
ment and supplies.” 

Nearly a million animals, worth approx- 
imately two hundred million dollars, have 
already been sent to Europe from the United 
States for war purposes. Military experts 
tell us that in the last two years the num- 
ber of horses and mules killed or injured 
on the western front is nearly 47,000 a month. 

From a military hospital near the fight- 
ing line report says: “There are about 330 
invalid horses here receiving the best possi- 
ble care—the greater number very severely 
wounded, most of them, some 70 per cent, 
have, as a result of continued hard riding, 
enormous deep running sores from the pres- 
sure of the saddle, which, owing ‘to excellent 
care, are now healing rapi lla 

“Shrapnel wounds in the legs, and saber 
cuts and lacerations caused by the wire bar- 
ricades, produce the nfost suffering.” We 
read ‘of frightful injuries of “one animal] 
with a wound two feet long—of another havy- 
ing a wound on his side at least a foot 
square, of another operated six or eight 
times, and of animals arrivirg that were, 
indeed, sorrowful sights—thia as skeletons, 
actual caricatures of themselves,” and we 
can but realize how urgently needed will be 
the services of the Red Star for our own 


veterinary hospitals yonder. 

We understand that the Red Cross is to 

install a special plant for anaesthetizi 
reparations to alleviate the sufferings o 
ospital experience. Many of the wounded 
horses also will have to endure distressing 
operations to fit them for further service. 
There are operating boards to which they 
can be “immovably fixead’—but heaven for- 
bid that, as a humane pevepie, we should 
force these brave animals into the fray. 
to be battered by snvut and shell, and, re- 
turning them to the hospital to be restored 
for further fiery ordeals, should fail to pro- 
vide anaesthetics to mitigate the sufferings 
of the surgical Kgife, so easily administered 
if we can raise money for their purchage. 

The Red Cross having made such prince- 
ly provision for ourselves, surely we will not 
tail to provide tor our tour-footed combat- 
ants who are to share the perils of the bat- 
tlefields with us. The- nr. SS. P. =~ <7 
Great Britain has raised Lalf a million dol- 
lars for its veterinary service, and our “Vol- 
unteer HRed Star Kelief,” founded.at the re- 
quest of our secretary of war for similar eco- 
nomic as well as humene purpose, will re- 
quire a much larger sum if it is to carry on 
its far more extensive work efficiently. 

It is estimated that about 70 per cent of 
the wounded horses that have immediate 
hospital attention can be returned to the 
front for further service.

ALLIES MUST SHOULDER 
BURDEN OF STRUGGLE 


Kerensky Says Russia Has 

Borne Brunt Unaided, and 
That for the Future the 
Heaviest Part Must Be 
Borne by the Entente. 


Petrograd, November 2.—In view of 
reports reaching Petrograd that the im- 
pression was spreading abroad that 


Russia was virtually out of the war, 


Premier Kerensky discussed the present 
condition of the country frankly today 
with the Associated Press. He said 
Russia was worn out 
strain, but that it was ridiculous to say 
the country was out of the war. 

The premier referred to the years in 
which Russia had fought her own cam- 
paigns alone, with no such assistance 
as has been extended to France by 

Great Britain and now by America. He 

“ gaid he felt help was urgently needed 
and that Russia asked it as her right. 
He urged that the United States give 
aid, in the form of money and supplies, 
and appealed to the world not to lose 
faith in the Russian revolution. 

Russia, M. Kerensky added, was tak- 
ing an enormous part in the struggle 
and those who said she was out of it 
must have short memories. 

Allies Must Shoulder Burden. 

“Russia has fought consistently since 
the beginning. She saved France and 
England from disaster early in the war. 
She is now worn out by the strain and 
claims as her right that the allies now 
shoulder the burden. 

Thus Premier Kerensky explained 
Russia’s position to the correspondent. 
The premier was seated in the library 
of the former private office of the em- 
peror in the winter palace. The cor- 
respondent called attention to widely 
contradictory reports on Russian con- 
ditions and asked the premier for a 
frank statement of the facts, 

‘It has been said by travelers return- 
ing from England and elsewhere to 
America that opinion among the people, 
not officially, but generally, is that 
Russia is virtually out of the war,” it 
was explained. 

“Is Russia out of the war?” Premier 
Kerensky laughed. | 

“That,” he answered, “is a ridiculous 
question. Russia is taking an enor- 
mous part in the war. One has only to 
remember history. Russia began the 
war for the allies. While she was al- 
ready fighting, England was only pre- 
paring and America was only observ- 
ing. | 

“Russia at the beginning bore the 
whole brunt of the fighting, thereby 
saving Great Britain and France. Peo- 
ple who say she is out of the war have 
short memories. We have fought since 
the beginning and have the right to 
claim that the allies now take the 
heaviest part of the burden on their 


shoulders. 

“At present Russian pr lic opinion 
is greatly agitated by ‘fe question 
‘Where is the great Brit Sh fleet now 
that the German fleet i& out in the 
Baitic?'”’ 

Russia Is Worn Out. 

“Russia,” the premier repeated, “is 
worn out. She has been fighting one 
and a half years longer than England. 
Could an American army be of uSe if 
sent ‘to Russia?’ 

“It would be iin possible to send one,” 
said Kerensky. “It is a question of 
transport. The difficulties are too 
great.” 

“If America cannot send troops what 
would be the most useful way for her 
to help Russia?” was asked. 

“Have her send boots, leather, iron, 
and,” the premier added emphatically, 
“money.” 

Premier Kerensky drew attention to 
the fact that Russia has fought her 
pattles alone. 

“Russia has fought slone—is fight- 
ing alone,” Kerensky said. “France has 
had everything to help her from the 
start, and now America has come in.” 

The premier was asked regarding the 
morale of the Russian people and the 
Russian army. He answered: 

“The masses are worn out economi- 
cally. The disorganized state of Iife in 
general has had a psychological effect 
on the people. They doubt the possi- 
bility of the attainment of their hopes,” 

Lesson to Democracies of World. 

“What is the lesson to the democra- 
cies of the world of the Russian revo- 
lution?” 

“This,” Premier Kerensky replied, “ig 
for them to find out. They must not

“In France, which is only as large 
as three Russian departments (states), 
it took five years for their revolution 
to develop fully.”

“What future do you picture for 
Russia after the war?” 

“No one can draw any real picture 
of the future,” Kerensky said. ‘“Nat- 
urally a man who really loves his coun- 
try will hope for all good things, but 
that is only his viewpoint, which may 
Or may not be accepted by others.” 

Premier Kerensky, pale and earnest, 
sat at the end of a carved table and 
emphasized the points of his statement 
by tapping the table with his fingers. 
He wore a brown undecorated uniform 
buttoned closely. He appeared to be 
fatigued from his many trips to the 
front and his constant audiences. 


RUSSIA TO BE AIDED 
TO FULLEST EXTENT 


|BY ENTENTE ALLIES 


Washington, November 2.—Premier 
Kerensky’s warning that Russia’s allies 
will have to bear her burden of the 
conflict while the war-weary nation re- 
gains its strength, exhausted in three 
years of fighting enemies without and 
within, has aroused new expressions of 
confidence in Russia’s future and as- 
Surances of support from the United 
States government and the representa- 
tives of all the allies. 

The Russian embassy made the pre- 
miers statement of Russia’s position 
the occasion to reiterate that she has 
no intention of quitting the war, and 
the state department, in an authorized 
announcement, declared that in no way 
could the premier’s statement nor any 
of its official advices be construed to 
mean that Ruesia seeks a separate 
peace. 

As another mark of confidence in the 
Russian government, the treasury to- 
day authorized the immediate advance 
of $31,700,000 to Russia out of the 
credits of $325,000,000 already author- 
ized. 

Lansing Assails Paper. 


Secretary Lansing, deploring any in- 
terpretation of Kerensky’s statement 
to the effect that Russia was about to 
quit the war, assailed The Washington 
Post, which printed over a brief pre- 
liminary account of Kerensky’s state- 
ment, the headlines “Russia Quits War.” 
He authorized this statement: 

“There has been absolutely nothing 
in the dispatches receiVed by the de- 
partment of state from Russia, nor in 
information derived from any other 
source whatever, to justify the im- 
pression created by The Washington 
Post today principally by the headline 
‘Russia Quits War,’ that Russia is out 
of the conflict. 

“A reading of the full interview with 
Premier Kerensky, of which the paper 

ublished only an abbreviated and pre- 
{minary account itself, shows that the 
headline is entirely unwarranted. Our 
own advices show that the provisional 
government in Petrograd is attacking 
with great energy the problems con- 
fronting it. Reports received from Pe- 
trograd by mail and telegraph show 
that Premier Kerensky and his govern- 
ment are far from yielding to discour- 
agement, are still animated by a strong 
determination to organize all Russia’s 
resources in a whole-hearted resist- 
ance and carry the war through to a 
victorious completion. At e game

Last night's reports from Petrograd 
indicate the defeat of the Bolsheviki 
at the polis, and the practical destruc- 
tion of their influence upon the Rus- 
sian masses, an indication of the steady 
growth of Kerensky’s position.

More Money for Russia. 


The government's apparent faith in 
Russia was reiterated today in the au- 
thorization for a loan of $31,700,000 out 
of credits previously arranged for, 
which was to be placed to the credit of 
the Russian government at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York during the 


ay. . 

This would bring the total actually 
paid the Russian government, out of 
the credits previously authorized, up 
to $109,900,000. 


ury. Including today’s transaction, 
there remains available for Russia here 
$134,100,000. Apparently there is no in- 
tention to withdraw any of the unex- 
pended credits. 

The latest credit given Russia by the 
government was $50,000,000, October 12. 
Two credits, the first $175,000,000, the 
second $100,000,000, had been author- 
ized previously to meet expenditures 
of the Russian government in the 
United States for munitions, clothing, 
railroad equipment and other supplies 
bought here. 

The great credit of $325,000,000 is 
bein withdrawn in comparatively 
small installments. 

Great Brftain’s advances to Russia 
are, perhaps, almost ten times as great 
as the sum advanced by the United 
States. It is estimated that England 
has advanced at least $3,000,000,000 to 
Russia, and it is known that she was 
still advancing funds a short.time ago, 
and contemplated a continuance of the 
practice. 

A high percentage of the money ad- 
vanced by England has been spent in 
the United States, much of it during the 
first year of the war. 

Latest official advices from Russia 
indicate expenditures of that country 
since the beginning of the war to Au- 
gust 1, this year, have been $14,250,- 
000,000, and that since that time her 
daily expenditure has been approxi- 
mately $15,000,000. 


HEAVY ENEMY FORCES 
ON THE RUSSIAN FRONT. 


Washington, November 2.—Notwith- 
standing withdrawals of German troops 
from the Russian front for the Italian 
campaign, there still are 147 German, 
Austrian, Turkish and “Bulgarian divi- 
sions facing the Russian army. 

The Russian embassy announced to- 
day that it has received from General 
Dessino, representative of the Russian 
army with the British headquarters, 
the following figures on the strength 
of the Austro-German troops on the 
eastern front: 

“Four German infantry divisions and 
three Austrian infantry divisions have 
been withdrawn from Rumania and 
Galicia immediately prior to the attack 
on the Italian front. At the same time 
German divisions have been transport- 
ed from the French front. 

“The total quantity of enemy troops 
which is being maintained at present 
against the Russian armies are: 
Eighty-six infantry and 10 cavalry 
German divisions; 38 infantry and 11 
cavalry Austrian divisions, and 7 Turk- 
ish and Bulgarian infantry divisions, 
making a total of 147 enemy divisions.”

| Taking Part in Riot.

Positive identification of three negroes 
of the Twenty-fourth infantry who par- 


ticipated in the riot at Houston August 


23, last, which resulted in the death} 


of 22 persons, was made today by Cap- 
tain Haig Shekerjian, of the Twenty- 
fourth infantry, testifying at the court- 
'martial trial of the 63 negroes who’ are 
charged with mutiny, murder and riot- 
ing. The identification was made in 
connection with a detailed narration 
of events leading up to the rioting. 

The three negroes who were posi- 
‘tively identified were Corporal J. R. 
Hawkins, Corporal G. Brown and Pri- 
vate Ira Davis. They were‘among the 
defendants in the courtroom. 

The shooting up of Houston, accord- 
ing to Captain Shekerjian’s testimony, 
was precipitated by the action of Po- 
liceman Sparks, of Houston, in abusing 
Corporal Charles Baltimoore, of the 
Twenty-fourth infantry, when he ar- 
rested him in the streets of Houston 
on the afternoon preceding the night 
of the outbreak. At the time of Balti- 
moore’s arrest, the witness testified. 
Baltimoore was on military duty, and 
wore a police badge that was plainly 
visible to Policeman Sparks. 

Policeman Attacked Negre. 

The trouble started, Captain Sheker- 
jlan testified, when 
Policeman Sparks why he had arrested 
| a negro member of the Twenty-fourth 
_infantry. Baltimoore, according to 
Shekerjian, said Sparks “cursed him” 
and told him it was “none of his bus- 
| iness.” Baltimoore then told Sparks 


|; that he was on guard duty and would 
have to report back to his command- 
ing officer why the soldier had been ar- 
rested. To_this, according to the wit- 
ness, Sparks replied he did not have 
to tell “a negro” and hit him on the 
head twice with his pistol. . 
Baltimoore then ran down the street 
and into a house, while Sparks fired 
three shots after him. Baltimoore

| moore then was taken to jail. Mean- 
time the report reached Camp Logan 
| where the negro troops were station- 
ed that Baltimoore had been shot and 
killed. This incensed the negro troops, 
Shekerjian testified, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact that they later were told 
that Baltimoore was not killed their 
anger continued to arise and that night 
they mutinied, went to Houston and 
shot up the town.

Planning for Greatest Service. 

It was arranged to have the manu- 
facturers represented in the National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce and 
the motor and accessories manufac- 
turers appoint a committee to work 
With the automotive products section 


‘of the war industries board in planning 
how the big automobile factories of the 
country can be of the greatest service. 

Today’s conference is the firet of 
many to be held with makers of non- 
|€ssentials as the progress of the war 
makes greater demands on the coun- 
try’s resources. All such industries 
propenhey will be called upon to fall in 
ine behind the government. 

Business men directing government 
vast war expenditures have found it 
advisable to take their work to estab- 
lished factories rather than to create 
Wholly new agencies for making war 
Supplies. In thés way, it is said, great- 
jer efficiency has been obtained and at 
the same time industrial organizations 
built uy by private enterprises have 
been kept together. 

Curtailment -of production of motor 
vehicles wag said to have been taken 
up first because of the manufacturers’ 
| voluntary offer of co-operation, because 
|of the highly organized nature of the 
industry and pecauae the problem of 
‘obtaining raw) materials also used in 
the manufacture of munitions had be- 
| come Serious for the automobile men. 
The extent of the decrease in production 
probably will be “very substantial,” to 
be effected gradualy as portions of the 
plants are diverted to the manufacture 
| Of shells, airplanes and other war ne- 
cessities. 


Question of Employing Men. 


Particular attention was paid today 
to the question of employing men now 
at work in factories where products 
may be curtailed and it was stated au- 
thoritatively that no action will be 
taken in any case until a definite plan 
has been formulated ag to how the 
labor affected is to be employed in the 
‘home territory, thereby preventing 
| costly and disorganizing migrations. 
| Figures quoted show that the value 
of automobiles and accessories pro- 
duced during the past year ‘was nearly 
$2,500,000,000, and that the industry 
employed approximately 1,000,000 men, 
who supported 5 per cent of the coun- 
try’s population.

New York, November 3.—The milling 
division of the United States food ad- 
ministration announced here tonight 
that effective immediately, all direct 
trading by American millers, exporters 
and Blenders of flour with European 
countries is prohibited. This business 
will be handled hereafter only by the 
food administration. 


The new regulations were made, it 
was stated, ‘“‘to effect proper control

It also was announced that effective 
December 1 all flour millers operating 
under agreement with the federal food 
administration “will not be permitted 
to sell flour in packages of other than 
one-eighth, one-quarter and one-half 
barrel or larger, and from January 1, 
1918, no miller will be permitted ta 
ship flour in packages othér than these 
described.” 

“Tt is anticipated,” a statement said, 
“that the elimination of the small sacks 
may temporarily disturb established 

rade customs, but it is believed that in 
Sistricts of congested population the 
retailer will meet the situation to some 
extent by the sale of flour from bulk 
packages in the grocers’ sacks. 

Another reason given for the order 
was “to insure such quantities of flour 
moving to those countries as may be 
necessary to meet the maximum of de- 
termined requirement.”
